By arrangements between the im- 
perial and Canadian governments he 
suggested it might be possible to de- 
velop the Peace River area of Canada 
on such lines that men would be able 
to live close to one another, to help 
one another, and work together, This 
he said, was impossible under the old 
scheme “Why not arrange migration 
in a big way?” he asked, He did not 
think there was @ better way for de- 
veloping Canada 

“The greatest mistake we can make,” 
he sald, “is to let Canadians think in 
some way we are trying to push on 
them people we do not want here, We 
ought to be too proud to try to do that 
with anybody

A FORCEFUL PROVISION 


Hon. George Hoadley has a bill before 
the legislature in which he proposes to 
‘eradicate” the present noxious weed act 
and plant an entirely new statute in its 
place. One clause in the bill particularly 
deserves very general attention and is 
likely to get this later on if not at present. 
This declares that ‘Every owner or occu- 
pant shall destroy all noxious weeds or 
weed seeds on the lands he owns, occupies, 
or is entitled to occupy.’”’ And, in respect 
to land lying within a city, town, village 
or municipal district, it is explained that 
the term “owner” includes the municipal 
corporation. The penalty for default is a 
fine of. from five dollars fifty, with 
costs,

One of the oldest gags use@ by 
the “get-rich-quick” gentry is that 
which lauds the amateur song writ- 
er, and judging from a letter in to 
day's Bulletin mail-bag it is still 
being used to catch the eredulous.
